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The Western yrovinces are await - 
ing with interest the outcome of Sask 
atchewan’s latest and greatest step in 


public health orgsnization in rural- 
and semi-rural districts. 

“Fall Time Health District Number 
One” was organized just a few weeks 
ago. 1t unites e:ght rural municipalit 
ies, fourteen villages and one town— 

}ravelburg—in a big city and will em 

ploy a full-time medical officer of 
health. a public health nurse and a 
sanitary inspector. 

Tis development is quite in line 
with the most advanced thinking in 
public health circles, where it ‘is com 
monly accepted that the present sys- 
tem of taking care of public health 
in rural communities especially is, in 
‘he words of one eminent authority 
antiquated and inadequate This new 
3uskatchewan unit is expected to a- 
chieve the same rcsults as have been 
achieved in, for example Quebec, 


where the death rate has been lower- 
}ed in several communities by similar 
county health units while at the same 
‘t'me much sickness has been prevent 


ed. 

Saskatchewan already has the low- 
est death rate in the British Empire 
and it is felt that this forward step 
will be but the first of many to be 
taken in the near future. 

Under the Public Health Act pass- 
cd in 1928 the municipalities served 
by these units are to bear one half 
cf the cost, while the other half, for 
the time being, is beirig divided be- 
tweén the provincial government and 
the Rockfeller Foundation. o 

It is estimated that the cost to the 
taxpayer for this first-class health pro 
tection will be only 35c. per person per 
year! 

The lives of 1200 Canadians—most- 
ly children—are wantonly sacrificed 
yearly to the dread disease diphtheria 
declared Dr Charles J. Hastings, Med 
ical Health Officer for Toronto in a 
health bulletin issued here today. 

“A case of diphtheria occurring in 
any community or municipality is a 
reflection on the department of health 
the medical profession and the citi- 
zens” declares Dr Hastings “Every 
death from diphtheria should be look 
ed upon as due to culpable negligence 

By close co-operation of citizens 
with their family physiciams and the 
various departments of public health 
ciphtheria could be absolutely stamp 
ed out of Canada within the next two 
years. 

Immunization is the method recom- 
mended by Dr Hastings to drive the 
disease from this country. The discov 
ery of the Schick Test, by which it 
may be finally victory over the dis-

By the Schick Test is has been deter 
mined.that 15 per cent of all infants 
under 3 months are susceptible to 
diphtheria, 30 pee cent between 3 and 
€ months, 60 per cent from 6 months 
to a year, 60 per cent from one to two 
years, 60 per cent from two to three 
years. From that age onwards the 
percentage decreases until at the age 
of 20 only 15 per cent are susceptible 

Of thousands of toxoid administra 
tions to Toronto school children none 
kas resulted harmfully. 

According to statistics compiled by 
the Canadian Social Hygiene Council 
1200 people died in Canada last year 
f-om diphtheria while 13,500 people 
were infected. Under modern 'condi- 
tions and in the light of the latest 
scientific discoveries both deaths and 
sickness from diphtheria can in future 
be avoided. . \ : 

“It is apparent’ Dr Hastings says 
“that diphtheria is still one of the 
deadly enemies of children, especially 
those under the age of 5. From 50 to 
75 per cent of a:' diphtheria deaths 
occur in children less than 5 years old 
This is the pre-school age, before they 
come under the observation of depart 
ments of health in an onganized way 
and it is at this age that parents are 
most frequently deceived by the in 
sidi.us onset of the disease; they fre- 
quently think the child has only an 
ordinary cold in the head until it has 
progressed too far to be cured”

“The old cry used to be: “The great 
est happiness of the greatest number’ 
today the cry has heen changed to the 
greatest health of the greatest num- 
ber: take care of the health and the 
bappiness wil] take care of itself” 
writes Professor D. Fraser Harris in 
the Clarion. . 

“The young people should not be 
brought up to believe that science 
does not concern itself with the pract 
ical details of our personal daily lives 
She teaches us a great deal about our 
selves our food, our clothes our sleep 
und so forth. The science of personal 
hygiene is intensely practical, it tells 
us for instance why we must use hot 
v-ater and soap to wash our skins, 
why even hot water alone is not 
enough 

“A scientific training is one of the 
most powerful character-builders 
there is. For science is not antagonis 
tic to the cultivation of artistic taste 
cr to the highest conceptions of ethics 
The notion that science and materia- 
lim are synonymous js quite out of 
date. 

“Science teaches us reverence and 
humility—reverence for the beauty 
in the Universe und humility in pres- 
erce of its mystery.

It was pointed out in a former 
article that the reduction of sickness

ditures were necessary, that there 
must be active lcadership, co-opera- 
tion of the medical profession anf a- 
bove all education of the public in 
health. The latter is all-important. 
Once the people are satisfied that bet 
ter health and longer life may be ac 
quired they will readily vote the nec 
essary funds. : p 
Business Management of Health Af- 
fairs lacking— 

In 99 per cent of the municipalities 
of Canada the management of health 
affairs is a joke. In the 930 municipal 
ities of Ontario, only 10 or 11 have a 

| wnote-time health officer and only in 
these and a few others is there any 
public health organization the money 
spent ijn protecting the health of the 
public is very Smai] and what is spent 
is frequently wasted, or to be more 
charitable, misapplied. There is an 
outbreak of smallpox, misnamed per- 
haps as chickenpox It is apparently 
no one’s business to enquire into the 
character of the malady until it has 
become widespread. Then there is 
more or less of a panic, the health 
board decides ::pon strenuous mea- 
sures, the schoo's are closed ,vaccina 
tion is undertaken there is a whole- 
sale quarantine of disease ridden fam 
ilies for whom necessaries, physicians 
and nurses must be supplied. In such 
emergencies the municipality is fre- 
quently mulcted in an amount for 
cure of a conditioh far beyond that

whole year. 

The M.O.H. is not always at fault 
he may only learn of outbreaks of 
disease in the course of his practice. 
His medical neighbors with whom he 
is in competition in practice do not 
go out of their way to report cases 
to him, and even those who usually 
employ him have a-babit in, say cas- 
es of measies and scarlet fever of 
calling ‘the other doctor’ in the hope 
that they may not be ‘shut in” 

The remedy lies in the appointment 
of a whole-time competent health of- 
ficer, the establishment of an efficient 
health organization, provision of rea 
sonable funds for preventive measures 
all of which will go far in the educa 
tion of the public im the care of their 
health. This education is best accom 
plished through the medium of the 
schools where the impressionable 
mind of the child is readily influenc- 
ed in the right Cirection. Without a 
competent health organization all 
thése matters are without the proper 
guidance. Communicable diseases like

THE LIFE OF A WATCH 


How do you treat your watch? Do 
you fling it about as carelessly as you 
do your shoes; wind it only at irregu 
lar intervals whenever you happen to 
think of it; wear it when you are bow 
ling playing baseball or otherwise vio 
lently exercising; never bother to have 
cleaned and oiled—and then complain 
bitterly when it falls to keep good 
time? Many people do says Betty 
Barclay. 

The mechanism of modern watches 

is so perfect that éven the most com- 
mon place watch will run along seren 
ely keeping correct time for a long 
period without adjustment and re- 
pairs, if treated with even ordinary 
| politeness and respect., Furthermore 
1its life may be prolonged to hoary old 
age, according to experts of the Unit 
ed States Bureau of Standards, if it 
Goes receive such treatment. 

But no other piece of mechanism in 
consant use is so much neglected as 
the average man’s watch, the Bureau 
finds. The owner of an automobile has 
it examined at frequent intervals to 
see if it needs attention, but a watch 
is permitted to run along without ex- 
citing the slightest misgivings in its 
cwner until it finally weakens and 
collapses. Then in pained astonish- 
ment he at last cushes it to a jeweler 
for repairs. . 

As a matter of sensible precaution 
’ watch should be taken at reguiar 
intervals—say every six months—to a 
jeweler for inspection, even when it 
is apparently running perfectly. For 
when examined with a magnifying 
glass minutes defects may be discov 
ered that will become serious if allow 
ec to run on. A slight injury which 
appears at the tiniest crack under the 
microscope is likely to cause no end 
of trouble eventually, if neglected. 

Under the stress of modern life a 
watch must take its bumps and 
stocks like the rest of us, but it can 
at least be protected from unmeces- 
sary strain and cesualties. Here are 
a tew suggestions offered by the Bur 
eau of Standards experts who exam 
ine and test thousands of watches 
every month.

‘y to ruffle your watch’s adjustment 
|to life. . 

Especially vital to the health of a 
watch is winding at regular intervals 
preferably once a day and at about 
the same time. The best results are 
said to be obtained by winding it up 
|on arising in the morning. The wind- 
ing should be done slowly and stead- 
jiiy, and the action slowed as the end 
is approached, to avoid straining the 
spring. 

It is a common boast nowadays that 
1 watch will last a lifetime. But with 
proper care a gord watch should sur 
vive like the family silver, into the 


next generation and perhaps live on 
to be the cherishca property of your 
grandson.
